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The  Cover 

The  cover  of  Publication  Nvunber  12  Is  by  James  Matheny  of  Murf reesboro .  This 
Publication  has  an  article  on  Sewart  Air  Base  and  the  drawing  on  the  cover  shows  the 
heroic  action  of  two  Sewart  pilots  on  January  12,  1955.  Their  C-119  transport  plane 
had  just  taken  off  with  a  load  of  paratroopers  when  engine  trouble  developed.  The 
two  pilots  held  the  plane  long  enough  to  allow  the  paratroopers  and  crew  to  bail 
out.  Capt.  John  Raspet  Jr.  and  his  co-pilot  1st  Lt.  Ross  N.  Richard  did  not  have 
time  to  get  themselves  out  and  died  when  the  plane  crashed. 

Sewart  Air  Base  is  now  closed  as  an  Air  Force  base,  but  the  men  and  their  fami- 
lies contributed  much  to  Rutherford  County  and  will  always  be  remembered  in  our 
history.  We  gained  a  large  number  of  former  airmen  at  Sewart  as  permanent  citizens 
upon  their  retirement.

FOREWORD 

If  variety  is  the  spice  of  life,  the  Publication  No.  12  of  the 
Rutherford  County  Historical  Society  is  a  fitting  intercalation  to  an 
afterpiece  for  Publication  No.  11  and  an  exordium  for  Publication  N0.I3. 

This  edition  of  the  historical  records  of  Rutherford  County  contains 
an  Apostle  John-like  account  of  one  who  "saw  and  heard  and  touched"  those 
associated  with  the  establishment  and  mission  of  Sewart  Air  Force  Base. 
Adeline  King:,  a  member  of  the  civilian  staff  of  the  Smyrna  installation 
from  its  inception  until  1952,  has  compiled  a  significant  factual  record 
interpreted  with  the  keen  insight  of  those  incidents  that  make  a  story 
readable. 

Ernie  Johns  has  supplemented  "The  Smyrna  Air  Base"  chronicle  with 
a  record  of  the  major  tragedies  resulting  in  casualties  on  the  Base  as 
recorded  in  contemporary  accounts. 

Virginia  Gooch  Watson  has  added  to  the  significance  of  the  Smyrna 
narrative  with  the  story  of  Goochland,  a  typical  Rutherford  County  plan- 
tation from  its  founding  by  Dr.  John  C.  Gooch  to  the  time  that  the  en- 
gineers' bulldozers  pushed  down  the  mansion  walls  to  start  the  major 
runway  for  Sewart  Air  Force  Base. 

For  those  related  to  the  pioneer  families  the  extensive  and  labor- 
ious work  of  Sue  Daniels  in  compiling  the  Index  of  Wills  for  Rutherford 
County  wills  from  I803  through  1883  is  of  inestimable  research  value. 
Just  as  the  articles  in  this  volume  provide  an  interlude  between  the 
legend  of  Ben  McCulloch,  the  nostalgic  Country  Store,  and  the  factual 
record  of  Murfreesboro  as  the  State  Capital  and  the  journal  of  Soule 
College  in  Publication  No.  11,  it  will  serve  to  whet  the  literary  appe- 
tite for  such  stimulating  reading  as  Mabel  Pittard's  The  Coleman  Scouts 
(another  Smyrna-related  epic),  an  eye-witness  account  of  Forrest's  raid 
on  Murfreesboro,  a  tome  on  new  stones  in  the  City  Cemetery,  and  other 
features  scheduled  for  Publication  No.  13 .

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THE  AIR  FORCE  BASE

When  the  Nazi  laind  and  air  forces  invaded  Poland  in  September  1939  and  the 
Low  Countries  in  May  1940,  followed  by  their  many  months  of  blitz  bombing  of  the 
British  Isles,  the  United  States  recognized  the  imminence  of  our  country's  in- 
volvement. The  interest  in  and  development  of  the  long-range,  four-engine 
bombing  aircraft  was  immediate  and  imperative;  therefore,  bases  with  adequate 
rtinway  length  and  strength,  with  trained  maintenance  crews,  with  adequate  instruc- 
tion and  training  of  pilots  for  such  aircraft  was  of  first  priority. 

To  provide  enough  pilots,  foxur-engine  schools  had  to  be  established,  to 
which  pilots  would  come  after  completing  requirements  of  advanced  flying  schools. 
The  B-24.  four-engine,  heavy  bomber  was  the  first  to  be  sent  to  Smyrna  for  the 
training  of  pilots.  The  B-17  Flying  Fortress,  also  a  heavy,  four- engine  aircraft, 
followed  immediately;  and  the  base  at  Smyrna  was  the  fore-runner  of  all  four- 
engine  training  fields  in  the  country. 

It  was  necessary  to  find  locations  for  such  bases  —  flat  land,  no  extremes 
in  climate  —  and  Middle  Tennessee  was  in  early  consideration.  It  is  believed 
that  the  late  Senator  Kenneth  D.  McKellar  recommended  this  section  of  ths  State 
as  a  possible  site.  The  final  selection  for  this  first  base  was  made  from  the 
following  locations:  DeRidder,  Louisiana;  Jackson,  Mississippi;  Greenville, 
South  Carolina;  and  Smyrna,  Tennessee.  A  four-man  site  selection  board,  led  by 
Colonel  W.  S.  Wuest,  came  to  Nashville  in  September  1941  to  meet  with  officials 
of  the  State,  Nashville  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Major  0.  E.  Walsh,  Chief  Engi- 
neer, U.  S.  Corps  of  Engineers,  Nashville,  to  make  an  investigation  of  the  recom- 
mended site.^  They  spent  four  days  checking  out  the  area,  and  filled  a  subsequent 
report  to  the  Air  Force  authorities  in  Washington,  recommending  the  use  of  the 
1  Walter  King  Hoover's  History  of  Smyrna,  pp.  540-541 


Rutherford  County  site. 

In  November  I9UI,  a  delegation  of  Tennesseans,  led  by  Governor  Prentice 
Cooper,  and  comprised  of:  Mayor  Thomas  Cvimralngs  of  Nashville;  Roscoe  Beale, 
Manager  of  the  Nashville  Chamber  of  Commerce;  Mayor  William  T.  Gerhardt  of  Mur- 
freesboroj  Rutherford  County  Judge  John  D.  Wiseman;  Dr.  J.  S.  Lowry  of  Smyrna; 
Brennus  Huggins,  President  of  the  Marfreesboro  Chamber  of  Commerce,  went  to 
Washington  to  sponsor  and  urge  the  selection  of  Smyrna  as  the  site  of  the  new 
base.  In  Washington,  the  group  was  accompanied  and  supported  by  Tennessee's 
Senators  Kenneth  D.  McKellar  and  Tom  A.  Stewart  and  U.  S.  Representatives  from 
Middle  Tennessee,  J.  Percy  Priest  and  Albert  Gore,  Sr.  They  were  given  audience 
with  General  H.  H.  ("Hap")  Arnold  of  the  U.  S.  Army  Air  Force  and  other  officials. 
No  definite  commitment  was  made  at  the  time,  but  the  delegation  was  not  discour- 
aged. "Major  requii^ments  of  a  well-appointed  air  base  were  considered  ajnply 
filled  in  the  Smyrna  location."  ■'■  It  was  adjacent  to  the  tracks  of  the  N.  C.  &.   St. 
L.  Railway,  and 

"The  topography  of  the  proposed  site  was  exceptionally  suitable  and  readily 
adaptable  to  the  establishment  of  a  major  air  base.  The  surrounding  territory 
offered  no  hill  masses  that  might  be  considered  detrimental  and,  on  the  other 
hand,  considerable  areas  of  flat  lands  for  emergency  landing  are  well  distributed 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  site.  Surrounding  lands  offered  ajnple  space  for  expansion 
of  the  field  and  cantonment  areas. "^ 

On  December  10,  19id,  the  final  approval  was  given  to  the  State  of  Tennes- 
see. In  order  for  land  acquisition  to  begin,  the  State  Legislature  gave  official 
authoriaation  in  House  Bill  No.  669  (by  Ragon  &  O'Dell),  Chapter  16^  of  the  Public 
Acts  of  I9J4I,  which  specified,  as  follows: 

"AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  STATE  OF  TENI>IESSEE,  acting  by  resolution  of  its 
Funding  Board,  to  issue  and  sell  its  interest-bearing  coupon  bonds  in  an  amount

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not  to  exceed  One  Million  ($1,000,000)  Dollars  for  the  purpose  of  providing  fiinds 
to  acquire  lands  in  the  name  of  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  State  and  National 
Defense,  and  providing  for  the  lease  of  said  lands  by  the  Governor  to  the  United 
States  Government  or  to  the  proper  department  thereof  to  be  used  as  a  part  of  the 
National  Defense  Program,  and  providing  for  the  application  of  any  rental  received 
from  the  United  States  Government  to  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and  the  interest 
thereon." 

This  bill  was  passed  on  February  11,  19Ul,  John  Ed  O'Dell,  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives;  Blan  R.  Maxwell,  Speaker  of  the  Senate;  and  approved  on 
February  15,  19Ul,  by  Prentice  Cooper,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Tennessee. 

(Note;  For  brevity's  sake  the  very  long  bill  has  not  been  quoted  in  its 
entirety;  but  copies  are  available  for  verification.) 

The  Governor  of  Tennessee,  Prentice  Cooper,  made  official  announcement  of 
the  final  authorization  for  the  base  in  the  following  statement,  issued  January  1, 
19142: 

"After  having  spent  considerable  time  making  investigation  as  to  possible 
sites  for  the  location  of  air  bases  for  use  during  the  present  war  emergency,  the 
United  States  engineers  representing  the  War  Department,  have  selected  as  one  of 
the  sites  about  thirty- three  hundred  (3,300)  acres  north  of  the  N.  C.  &  St.  L. 
Railroad  in  Rutherford  County  near  Smyrna,  Tennessee,  and  have  asked  the  State  of 
Tennessee  in  cooperation  with  the  City  of  Nashville,  the  City  of  Murfreesboro, 
Rutherford  County,  and  Smyrna,  promptly  to  acquire  this  site  and  lease  the  same 
to  the  Federal  Government  for  the  use  of  an  /iir  Base.  The  United  States  Engineers' 
Office  at  Nashville,  representing  the  War  Department,  advises  that  work  will  begin 
on  this  site  within  30  days. 

"While  this  is  short  notice,  we  aire  sure  that  everybody  concerned  fully 
realizes  the  importance  of  taking  prompt  and  immediate  action  to  the  end  that  this

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3ite  may  be  acquired  and  turned  over  speedily  to  the  federal  government  for  use  in 
the  present  war  emergency.  We  are  in  the  midst  of  war  for  which  vast  and  extensive 
preparations  must  be  made.  Sacrifices  on  the  part  of  every  American  citizen  are 
called  for  ,  and  we  are  sure  the  public  will  respond  whole-heartedly  to  the  call  of 
our  government. 

"There  are  approximately  35  separate  tracts  of  land  comprising  this  site  of 
3300  acres  which  mast  be  acquired.  Some  of  these  tracts  of  land  have  been  in  the 
same  family  for  approximately  100  years.  The  citizens  of  this  area  are  making 
their  homes  on  these  farms.  Of  course,  they  did  not  like  to  have  their  occupancy 
interfered  with,  but  we  know  that  they  are  all  patriotic  American  citizens,  that 
they  will  realize  that  wherever  these  bases  are  located  the  ownership  of  the  land 
at  such  sites  must  be  interfered  with.  We  know  the  good  citizens  of  Rutherford 
County  and  especially  those  who  will  be  affected  immediately  will  be  aa  patriotic 
as  any  other  citizenship  in  any  other  locality  of  any  state. 

"It  is  our  purpose  to  see  to  it  that  the  owners  of  these  various  tracts  of 
land  are  paid  the  full  value  for  the  same  and  that  as  little  hardship  as  possible 
will  be  brought  about  to  them;  but,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  land  must  be 
acquired  speedily  for  immediate  use  of  the  United  States  Government,  this  state- 
ment is  made  public  to  the  end  that  the  owner  of  each  tract  of  land  in  the  area 
involved  may  know  at  the  first  possible  moment  the  intention  of  the  State  and  the 
cities  associated  with  it  to  acquire  this  land  at  once  and  the  intention  of  the 
federal  government  to  occupy  it  within  about  30  days  from  this  date.  We  hope  and 
believe  that  everybody  involved  will  accept  the  situation  cheerfully  and  cooperate 
to  the  end  that  the  project  will  go  forward  without  delay.

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In  summary,  according  to  this  statement  by  the  Governor,  the  State  of  Ten- 
nessee was  to  acquire  from  local  owners  the  acreage  necessary  and  then  lease  it 
to  the  Federal  Government  for  $1.00  per  annum,  renewable  for  a  period  of  2$ 
years.  According  to  this  statement  also,  approximately  3,300  acres,  comprising 
approximately  35  land  tracts,  would  be  acquired. 

"A  survey  fixing  the  tract  boundaries  was  established  and  the  Register  of 
Deeds  of  Rutherford  County  applied  certificates  of  title  ownership  to  the  attorney- 
general's  office,  vrtiich  supervised  the  task  of  land  acquisition  and  purchase. 

"Five  Murfreesboro  attorneys  were  appointed  during  the  first  week  of  Janu- 
ary 19ii2  by  Attorney-General  Beeler  to  prepare  abstracts  of  title  for  the  property 
to  be  acquired,  "^- 

"A  special  committee,  composed  of  Robert  G.  Lipscomb  of  Murfreesboro,  Willis 
Haynes  of  Nashville,  and  C.  W.  Phillips,  Commissioner  of  Highways  and  Public 
Works  in  Tennessee,  was  appointed  on  25  January  19U2  to  appraise  and  purchase 
the  necessary  land. 

"The  State  of  Tennessee  was  the  sole  purchaser  of  the  air  base  property. 
Governor  Cooper  issued  an  executive  order  30  January  19U2,  authorizing  fiscal 
officials  of  the  State  of  Tennessee  to  make  an  appropriation  of  $300,000  from 
State  funds  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  the  site  for  the  bombardment  base. 
However,  it  was  found  necessary  to  appropriate  additional  funds. 

"The  Nashville  Tennessean  stated  on  19  March  19U2  that  the  estimated  land 
acquisition  costs  were  going  to  reach  a  total  of  close  to  $1400,000. 

"In  a  letter  by  Henry  C.  Foutch,  Assistant  Attorney-General  of  the  State 
of  Tennessee,  to  F.  V.  Kuhn,  Office  of  Area  Engineers,  Smyrna  Mr  Base,  dated 
b  June  19l;2,  a  summary  of  the  history  of  land  acquisition  indicated  that  forty- 
two  tracts  plus  a  few  condemnations  represented  the  total  land  acquired. 

"In  a  letter  dated  8  August  19U2  to  Gwen  W.  Hughes,  Attorney  for  the  U.S. 
Engineers,  Y.M.C.A.  Building,  Nashville,  Tennessee,  Mr.  Foutch  reported  that  the 
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land  acquisition  costs  at  that  date  had  already  aggregated  some  $367,932.07,  plus 

$5,(536.96  expenses  for  an  estimated  price  of  4>138.3U  per  acre  for  2,6i49  acres.  Tt 

is  the  consensus  of  opinion  that,  in  comparison  with  the  existing  land  values,  the 

prices  paid  for  the  land  averaged  a  full  and  fair  compensation. 

"The  State  was  able  to  acquire  nearly  all  the  tracts  by  direct  purchase.  How- 
ever, a  few  unwilling  sellers  took  their  claims  to  court;  these  titles  were  subse- 
quently acquired  by  condemnation  proceedings,  pending  fixing  of  sale  values  by  the 
court  and  jury. 

"Generally,  a  spirit  of  cooperation  prevailed  among  all  interested  parties 
and  the  entire  task  of  land  acquisition  was  efficiently  disposed  of  for  the  State 
under  the  direction  of  Attorney-Genercil  Beeler  and  his  first  legal  assistant.

A  story  in  the  Nashville  Tennessean  for  February  1$,  19^4  2,  stated  that,  as 
of  that  date,  126U  acres  had  been  acquired  at  a  cost  of  $169,303.20  for  the  Army 
Air  Corps  Bomber  Base  at  Smyrna,  about  one-half  of  the  projected  $300,000  to 
cover  the  3,300  acres.

"Not  more  than  50  acres  were  wooded.  The  area  contained  six  farm  houses, 
eighteen  farm  buildings,  and  sixteen  miscellaneous  buildings  of  small  value." 

By  March  19U2,  the  contracting  firm  of  VJolfe  and  Michaels  (Memphis),  with 
the  U.  S.  Corps  of  Engineers,  had  made  considerable  headway  in  the  demolition  of 
houses  and  farm  buildings,  the  bulldozing  of  trees  and  fences,  in  burning  accumu- 
lated logs  and  debris  from  the  demolition,  in  the  eradication  of  any  farm  pro- 
ducts in  storage  (a  barnful  of  Mr.  John  Edmondson's  lespedeza,  a  money  crop,  was 
poured  out  and  scattered  by  bulldozers).  There  was  not  sui'ficient  time  to  allow  for 
salvage  of  anything  on  the  acquired  landj  it  had  to  be  cleared  quickly  for  instal- 
lation of  runways  and  erection  of  buildings. 

"Despite  the  generally  level  nature  of  the  site,  some  grading  was  necessary, 
especially  on  that  portion  which  had  been  earmarked  for  the  landing  field,  in 
order  to  make  it  wholly  suitable  for  the  purpose  intended.  That  involved  excavat- 
ing some  200,000  cubic  yards  of  rock  and  moving  approximately  2,U00,000  cubic 
yards  of  dirt.  Seven  miles  of  concrete  pipe  were  used  in  the  construction  of 
1  Hoover,  Walter  King,  History  of  Smyrna,  p.  5Ul 
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the  drainage  system." 

People  poured  into  Smyrna,  Ifcirf reesboro,  the  surrounding  areas^ looking  for 
jobs  and  places  to  live,  seeking  places  to  eat.  A  small  town  of  approximately 
U97  inhabitants  was  swamped.  Temporary  housing  had  to  be  found;  the  Meadow 
lawns  Apartments  were  constnicted;  public  eating  places  were  up-to-then  non- 
existentj  the  new  Sam  Davis  Grill  was  the  first  to  open,  and  the  price  of  a 
steak  "slcyrocketed"  to  the  unbelievable  cost  of  $1.10. 

Large  underground  fuel  storage  tanks  were  installed  in  the  area  where 
once  had  stood  the  old  First  Presbyterian  Church,  an  oblong  red  brick  struc- 
ture surrounded  by  heavy-branched  shade  trees  under  which  the  hitching  racks 
stood  waiting  for  Sunday  mornings.   Incidentally,  the  bricks  of  the  old  church 
were  acquired  by  and  moved  to  the  Sam  Davis  property  to  be  reconstructed  into 
the  present  Jane  Simmons  Tea  Room.  Another  note  of  local  interest:  The 
father  of  the  Chapman  family,  one  of  those  whose  property  was  purchased  for 
the  Base,  had  come  to  the  area  as  the  first  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

A  spur  tract  from  the  N.  C.  &  St.  L.  Ry.  line  was  laid  to  bring  into  the 
property  fuel  cars,  military  supplies,  and  other  equipment.  Before  this  was 
accomplished  ,  it  was  necessary  to  bring  in  the  new  underground  tanks  by  truck 
from  the  main  railway  line.  The  tanks  were  shipped  to  the  rail  siding  on  flat 
cars.  To  unload,  a  truck  was  set  alongside  the  flat  car;  another  truck  hitched 
onto  the  ropes  encircling  the  tank  and  pulled  it  over  onto  the  first  truck. 

"Other  work  of  a  general  nature  relative  to  the  site  included  the  con- 
struction of  a  permanent  water  storage  and  distribution  system;  of  a  sewage 
system  and  disposal  plant;  of  an  outdoor  substation  and  electric  distribution 
plant;   of  12  miles  of  paved  roads  and  streets;  of  h   miles  of  railway  track, 
counting  the  spur  leading  to  the  area  and  various  houselines;  of  h   bridges, 
including  one  railroad  and  three  vehicular  structures.

"The  remaining  major  structures  and  installations  originally  planned  for 
:;myrna  Army  Air  Field  may  be  noted  conveniently  under  the  following  headings: 

Most 
of  the  buildings  concerned,  incidentally,  were  of  the  mobilization  type  con- 
struction, designed  for  wartime  use  only  and  a  maximum  duration  period  of  10 
years.

"Over  a  period  of  time,  the  operation  of  the  Army  Air  Field  clearly  re- 
vealed the  need  for  an  expansion  of  its  facilities.  Before  the  end  of  V/orld  .Jar 
II,  therefore,  the  following  additional  units  v;ere  constructed  there  at  Smyrna: 
a)  A  sixth  hangar;  b)   tv;o  more  operations  buildings;  c)  a  bom.b  approach  train- 
ing building;  d)  a  gymnasium  (with  a  swimming  pool,  an  archery  range,  and  a 
track  field  in  an  adjacent  outdoor  area;  e)   a  theater  and  recreation  hall  for 
colored  troops;  f)   two  bowling  alleys;  g)   two  civilian  housing  units;  and  h) 
two  guest  houses,  one  for  officers  and  one  for  enlisted  personnel.  Early  in  the 
summer  of  194^,  moreover,  the  authorities  at  Smyrna  obtained  jurisdiction  over  two 
auxiliary  airfields.   One  v;as  the  V/illiam  Northern  Field  at  Tullahoma,  Tennessee, 
and  the  other  was  Campbell  Army  ^Ur  Field  at  Glarksville."^ 

In  addition  to  Wolfe  and  Michales  Company,  the  Foster  and  Creighton  Company, 
Nashville,  was  a  major  contractor  in  the  base  construction,  with  a  weekly  payroll 
of  about  .^90,000.00. 

Traffic  increased  on  all  roads,  paved  and  unpaved.  Families  evacuated  from 
their  homes  (some  of  them  second  and  third  generation  residents  of  their  lands) 
moved  to  other  places  in  Rutherford  County  or  into  other  counties.  By  1951,  a  new 
four- lane  expansion  of  the  existing  two-lane  coinciding  Hif^hways  70-South  and  .'J  was 
completed  to  accommodate  the  Snyrna-to-Mashville  and  oiryrna-to-I'hirfreesboro  traffic 
of  workers  and  rilitary  personnel. 

In  the  six  months  from  January  1,  194^,  to  July  19'';-^,  the  runways,  han,^ars, 
supply  and  en~incering  buildings,  barracks,  etc.,  v;ere  constructed;  plunes  viere 
moved  to  the  base;  early  squadrons  of  len  arrived;  and  the  crew-training  school 
was  activated  and  ready  for  the  E-24  and  P-17  pilot  trainees.

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Colonel  Umstead  was  subsequently  named  Base  Conuriander,  and  his  residence  (and  that 
of  many,  if  not  all,  succeeding  base  commanders)  was  the  brick  bungalow  beside 
.^tewarts  Creek  vacated  by  Mrs.  Media  Davis  Sinnott  (her  property  had  been  a  part 
of  Louis  Davis'  original  land  holding;  he  came  to  Middle  Tennessee  in  the  early 
iSOO's  from  Virginia,  and  was  the  father  of  Sam  Davis,  local  Confederate  hero). 
Many  civilians  had  been  employed  in  the  construction  of  the  Air  Base;  and 
many  were  employed  there  during  the  18  years  of  its  operation.  One  of  the  largest 
civilian  groups  during  World  War  II  was  housed  in  the  central  hangar,  the  Base  Oper- 
ations Hangar,  on  the  line.  This  hangar  was  the  center  for  the  military  engineer- 
ing staff,  the  civilian  aircraft  maintenance  chief,  trained  aircraft  inspectors, 

skilled  workmen  and  women  in  various  shops;  an  extensive  Aircraft  Technical  Order 
Field  (hundreds  of  volumes  covering  every  physical  item  of  an  aircraft  structure, 
with  revisions  coming  in  daily),  shops  for  the  repair  and  reconstruction  of  an  air- 
craft (shop  for  engine  change,  for  sheet  metal  repair,  for  electrical  and  electronic 
work,  for  propeller  repair,  for  radio  and  communications  equipment  maintenance,  for 
parachute  repair  and  repacking,  and  numerous  others).  Some  of  the  civilians  had 
been  turned  down  for  military  duty;  some  were  over-age,  with  sons  in  the  service; 
one  man  had  been  in  the  Navy  and  had  lost  an  eye  at  Pearl  Harbor;  another  man,  in 
the  Parachute  Shop,  Mr.  Burns  Hiillips,  Sr.,  Murfreesboro,  had  a  son  on  active  and 
dangerous  duty  in  the  South  Pacific  with  the  Marines;  and  Mr.  Phillips  declined  to 
take  a  day  off  as  long  as  his  son  was  on  active  duty. 

"The  AAF  Combat  Crew  School  was  opened  officially  on  h   July  19U2.  When  class- 
work  began  two  weeks  later,  32  B-2U's  had  been  flown  in  from  Albuquerque 

There  were  1|8  students  in  the  first  class,  while  a  total  of  700  reported  for  the 
seven  classes  during  the  year  19h2.     Training  was  restricted  to  the  B-2U  aircraft 
until  near  the  end  of  November  when  the  scope  of  the  work  was  broadened  to  include 
the  B-17  Flying  Fortress  as  well.  Transition  training  in  the  B-l?  was  discontinued 
at  Smyrna  in  March  19h3   and  transferred  to  Lockbourne  Air  Base  at  Columbus,  Ohio."  1 
1  Maxwell  Field  Report,  p. 6 
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Crews  were,  by  the  end  of  19U2,  flying  their  four-leg  patterns  of  touch-and- 
go  over  the  area.   It  was  often  a  difficult  adjustment  for  young  pilots  just  out 
of  two- engine  schools  to  make,  to  fly  the  more  complicated  and  heavier  four- 
engine  aircraft.   Once,  when  a  plane  came  in  from  the  flying  pattern,  preparing 
for  a  touch-down  landing  and  immediate  take-off,  a  young  hand  reached  the  wrong 
toggle  switchj  and,  instead  of  lowering  the  flaps  as  the  plane  came  down  near 
the  runway,  he  raised  the  landing  gear;  and  the  bottom  of  the  big  craft  scraped 
the  runway,  suffering  extensive  skin  and  structural  damage.  There  were  crashes 
on  -md   off  the  Base,  some  major,  some  minor,  with  loss  of  men  and  airplanes. 

The  researchers  and  writer  have  not  been  able  to  verify  exactly  how  many  planes 
from  the  Base  were  involved  in  fatal  accidents,  or  how  many  men  lost  their  lives 
in  these  accidents.  From  publications  of  the  Murfreesboro  Daily  News  Journal 
for  the  period  from  May  25,  19h3,   through  January  12,  1955,  the  following  records 
have  been  obtained: 

The  first  crash  after  the  Base  was  opened,  in  vrfiich  there  were  fatalities, 
occurred  on  May  25,  1953,  at  1:35  p.m.,  when  a  B-2U  came  down  5  miles  north  of 
the  Base.   In  this  tragedy,  3  officers  and  h   enlisted  men  lost  their  lives.  The 
accident  occurred  in  a  small  clearing  on  the  Campbell  farm  and  was  witnessed 
and  reported  by  civilians.  The  men  who  lost  their  lives  were:

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Two  days  after  the  Base's  first  fatal  crash,  another  occurred  on  May  21,   19U3, 

9:^'''  p.m.  Six  men  lost  their  lives,  another  txro  were  injured,  when  their  plane  (B-2U) 

crashed  about  1,000  feet  south  of  the  Field  when  returning  froi.i  a  navigational 

training  flight.  The  plsme  hit  telephone  lines,  cutting  off  local  comraunications, 

caught  fire,  and  was  destroyed. 

The  2  men  who  survived  were  thrown  clear  and  not  seriously  injured.  They  were:

TIarshall,  2h,    residing  in  liur- 
freesboro,  was  killed  instantly  when,  after  alighting  from  his  combat  training 
plane,  he  either  slipped  or  walked  into  a  moving  propeller. 

On  •,  routine  training  flight,  A  B-2U  crashed  at  8:1+5  a.m..  May  12,  19/^5,  two 
iniles  from  V/illiam  Lorthem  Field,  Tullahoma,  Tenn.  V/hen  the  story  was  published, 
tho  identities  c.f  the  3  men  -board  who  lost  their  lives  ^^fere  not  revealed. 

On  '.pril  1?,  19it6,  about  2:31  p.m., the  pilot  of  a  B-25  ferrying  plane  was 
burned  and  killed  in  the  crash  of  his  aircraft  about  1  2  mile    northwest  of  the  Base. 
He  was  Capt.  Charles  J.  Anderson,  Carbondale,  111.  His  co-pilot,  Capt.  Joseph  T. 
Hendrickson,  Jan  «ntonio,  Tex.,  was  injured,  sustaining  multiple  cuts.  They  had 
just  taken  off  from  the  Smyrna  Base;  developed  engine  trouble,  tried  to  return  to 
the  Base,  overshot  the  landing  strip,  and  crashed. 
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On  January  12,  195^,  thirty-seven  of  the  thirty-nine  men  aboard  a  G-119  Flying 
■^oxcar  were  able  to  parachute  to  safety  as  their  pilot  held  the  plane  aloft.  How- 
ever, the  pilot,  Capt.  John  Raspet,  Jr.,  30>  from  Mt.  Clemens,  Mich.,  and  co-pilot, 
1st  it.  Ross  N.  Richards,  30,  from  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  were  killed  when  the  plane 
crashed  and  burned.  The  37  who  bailed  out  safely  at  about  6,000  feet  were  3U 
paratroopers  and  3  crew  men.  The  accident  occurred  at  Lamar,  Tenn.,  near  Jeffer- 
son oprings,  Rutherford  County,  soon  after  takeoff  on  a  flight  to  blmendorf  AFB, 
'laska. 

4ccording  to  the  story  in  the  Daily  News  Journal,  "One  eye  witness,  Krs. 
Claude  Cox,  whose  home  x^ras  about  $   miles  from  the  site  vjhere  the  big  plane  went 
down,  said  she  vjas  sweeping  off  the  porch  when  she  heard  the  plane,  ohe  said, 
'Tt  sounded  funny.  Then  I  saw  the  flames.   It  was  right  in  front  of  me.' 

"Mrs.  Otis  Gavin  said  she  was  inside  her  house  quilting  when  'T  heard  the 
awfullest  roar.  It  sounded  like  it  was  coming  through  the  house. '  6he  and  her 
son  rushed  outside  to  see  the  plane  'hit  the  ground  and  burst  into  a  big  fire.' 

"Another  eye  witness,  C.  V7.  Russell,  was  unloading  coal  from  hib  truck 
when  the  plane  hit.  He  said  'it  went  into  a  nose  dive  and, when  it  struck,  there 
was  a  great  mushroom  of  fire  and  smoke  that  reminded  me  of  pictures  of  atom  bomb 
tests . • 

"Houston  Gavin,  17,  said  he  ran  to  the  scene  of  the  crash,  but  'it  was  in  a 
big  way  of  burning  when  I  got  there.'" 

There  may  have  been  other  fatal  crashes  during  the  existence  of  the  Base 
oi)erations,  but  these  recorded  are  the  ones  our  researchers  have  found. 

oome  of  the  pilots  and  airmen  ■trfio  had  trained  at  omyma  later  carae  back 
al'ter  combat  duty  in  the  European  theater.  One  of  the  first  B-2ii,'s  assigned  to 
.jnij'ma  during  the  first  year  of  operation,  a  lumbering  clumsy  giant,  served  in 
m.-iny  bombing  mJ.s3ion3  in  Europe,  also  returned  to  Smyrna  after  combat,  vnth 
•..1../  h/ii.i.ifi  v'M-.i,ory  rtiarki  ri!',,  oti  it-j  fat  oides  as  proof  of  its  service  abroad. 
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"By  January  19h3,   the  transition  training  of  ferrying  crews  had  ended  at 
;:niyrna  Amy  Air  Field.  V/ith  the  emphasis  shifted  to  regular  transition  pilot 
training  in  four-engine  aircraft,  the  school  was  renamed  the  Army  Air  Forces 
Pilot  Transition  School  (Four  Engine).  Thereafter  until  the  end  of  Vforld  War  [T, 
it  took  pilots  from  the  advanced  flying  schools  and  taught  them  to  fly  the  B-2U 
(and,  as  noted,  the  B-17  also,  through  March  19h3)    ....  The  Transition  bchool 
prepared  the  trainees  directly  for  operational  training  units,  the  link  between 
amyrna  and  actual  combat." 

In  the  course  of  that  first  year,  groups  came  to  the  Base  from  many  places 
for  training  —  from  Australia,  from  Canada,  from  Yugo-Slavla  (the  lant  king  of 
'/"ugo-Glavia,  a  teenager  named  Peter,  was  here  at  the  Base  for  a  tine  accompanied 
by  his  guards  and  associates),  and  possibly  from  other  countries.  Assigned  to  the 
Base  for  a  short  time  in  19^3  in  the  radio  and  communications  squadron,  George 
Putnrin,  radio  announcer  from  New  york  City,  served  as  an  enlisted  man.  He  has  been 
in  Los  Angeles  for  a  number  of  years,  still  serving  as  radio  and  television  an- 
nouncer for  the  NBC  network. 

Many  entertainers  came  to  the  Base  during  those  early  years.  The  Field  movie 
house  ran  two  shows  a  night,  with  first- run  movies,  at  a  minimal  entrance  charge, 
local  civilians  (with  passes)  were  permitted  to  attend.  They  enjoyed  the  sing- 
alongs  of  the  nearly  all-male  audience,  especially  when  one-half  of  the  room  would 
sing  "falsetto".  Another  amusing  GT  trademark  at  the  movies  was  th.^t  triey  hissed 
the  villian,  cried  and  whistled  at  the  heroine,  booed  the  hero,  and  cheered  loudly 
for  the  director's  n.ame. 

The  local  marching  band  was  made  up  of  excellent  musiciansj  their  mascot  was 

a  huge  dog  named  AL5AB,  who  strode  haughtily  alongside  the  band  when  marching.   Sgt. 

Karl  Baker  of  the  band  developed  a  fine  dance  band,  and  a  weekly  dance  was  held  in 

the  Gym  and  enjoyed  by  large  crowds.  Three  men  from  this  band  married  ^myrna  girls 

(bgt.  Earl  Baker  married  oara  Batey;  Sgt.  Joe  Everett  married  Ann  Hartj  ogt.  Robert 

Brown  married  Libby  King).

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"The  76th  Flying  Training  >ang  was  activated  with  headquarters  at  Sm,vTna  Army 

ir  Field  in  August  19h3-     One  of  the  22  flying  training  wings  in  the  ArirQr  Air 
Forces,  the  76th  had  as  its  function  the  coordination  of  the  activities  of  the 
several  four-engine  pilot  transition  schools  in  the  AAF  Southeast  Training  Com- 
mand. 

"Having  been  suspended  id.th  the  formal  surrender  of  Japan  in  \ugust  19hS, 
all  major  training  activities  at  Smyrna  Army   /'ir  Field  ceased  altogether  before 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  Field  was  transferred  from  the  AAF  Training  Command  to 
the  Tactical  Air  Command  in  March  I9U6.  As  of  June  19hl ,   it  was  put  on  the  'in- 
active list'.  A  year  later,  however,  it  was  given  a  'standby  status'  and  vras 
activated  with  the  designation  of  Smyrna  Air  Force  Base  on  8  September  19U8. 
Colonel  Hoyt  L.  Prindle  became  the  first  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Base  and  of  the 
Ninth  Air  Force's  31i+th  Troop  Carrier  VJing  when  it  was  activated  there  on  2  Novem- 
ber 19hQ. 

"For  several  months  after  it  was  activated,  the  3lUth  Troop  Carrier  Wing 
existed  largely  on  paper.  .  .  .Vfi.th  the  gradual  increase  in  the  number  of  per- 
sonnel assigned  to  the  Base  (the  total  population  exceeded  U,000  in  1955),  all 
existing  facilities  were  in  use  and  additional  ones  were  in  demand.  .  .  .Since 
most  of  the  buildings  had  been  constructed  for  wartime  use  only  and  planned  for 
a  relatively  short  period,  continuous  repair  work  was  necessary  to  keep  them  in 
usable  condition. 

"New  construction  at  Smyrna  A.ir  Force  Base  following  its  reactivation  in- 
cluded four  more  warehouses  (1953) j  a  Little  League  softball  park  (1953) J  five 
additional  squadron  operations  ouildings  (19^6);  and  another  fire  station  (1956). 
The  latter  year  also  saw  the  culxnination  of  a  long-delayed  plan  to  convert  the 
base  heating  facilities  from  coal  to  gas.  In  1956,  the  Air  Force  announced  thi 
it  would  acquire  from  civilian  owners  the  VJherry  Housing  Rroject,  consisting  of

Base  re-activated.   313th  Troop  Carrier  Wing  moved 
here  from  Texas. 

Base  was  given  permanent  name  Sewart  Air  Force  Base, 
in  honor  of  Major  Allan  J.  Sewart,  Jr.,  Louisiana, 
who  was  killed  in  19^2  over  the  Solomon  Islands.  His 
widow  and  daughter,  his  parents,  a  brother,  I,t.  Col. 
Harold  Y.  Sewart,  stationed  in  England,  were  present 
for  the  dedication.  A  plaque,  mounted  on  a  block  of 
native  Tennessee  stone,  was  unveiled  and  became  a  per- 
manent part  of  the  Base.   (Note:  These  details  are 
taken  from  the  Maxwell  Field  AFB  History  of  the  base.) 

Many  local  people  felt  that  the  Base  should  have  been 
named  in  honor  of  Lt.  V/illiam  D.  Neely  III,  who  was 
killed  in  19U3  over  North  Africa,  because  he  was  the 
fourth  generation  of  his  family  who  had  lived  on  land 
acquired  for  the  Base. 

C-119's  were  moved  in  by  the  3lUth  Troop  Carrier  V/ing 
for  crew  training  for  combat  in  Korea;  after  combat, 
the  crews  returned  to  the  Base. 

A  quit-claim  deed  was  issued  by  the  State  of  Tennessee 


to  the  United  States  Government,   executed  as  of  that 
date  by  Governor  Gordon  Browning,   secretary  of  State  James  H.   Cummings,   and 
•.ttomey-General  Roy  Beeler.     From  that  quit-claim  deed,  here  is  an  excerpt: 

"VJHEREAS,  by  virtue  of  Chapter  I6U  of  the  Public  ^cts  of  19lil,   the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  Tennessee  authorized  the  acquisition  of  certain  property  located 
in  Rutherford  County,  Tennessee,   to  be  used  as  an  air  base,   formerly  known  .ind 
designated  as  Smyrna  Air  Base  and  presently  knoim  as  Sewart  Air  Force  Base,   com- 
prising approximately  2, 6I42  acres  of  land;   and 

"VJHEHEAS,  by  virtue  of  Chapter  I6U  of  the  Public  Acts,    the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  Tennessee  authorized  the  issuance  of  bonds  in  the  amount  of  One 
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Million  ($1,000,000)  Dollars  to  defray  the  cost  of  acquisition  of  said  land  to- 
gether with  all  other  incidental  expenses  as  well  as  another  military  installa- 
tion known  as  Camp  Forrest.  Said  military  installations  were  leased  by  the  btate  ' 
of  Tennessee  to  the  United  States  of  America  for  the  s\im  of  One  ($1.00)  Dollar  per 
yearj  and 

"'i/ffiEREAS,  the  Honorable  Gordon  Browning,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Tennessee, 
on  2  March  19k9,   formally  notified  the  United  States  that  the  State  of  Tennessee 
was  interested  in  the  Sewart  Air  Force  Base  being  made  a  permanent  air  force  in- 
stallation by  the  Federal  Government  and,  if  said  proposal  was  acceptable  to  the 
Federal  Government,  the  State  of  Tennessee  would  take  such  action  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  accomplish  the  desired  aimj  and 

"'iVHEREAS,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  by  virtue  of  the  auth- 
ority contained  in  Chapter  103  of  the  Public  Acts  of  Tennessee  of  19h9,   as 
amended  by  Chapter  103  of  the  Public  Acts  of  Tennessee  of  1951,  authorized  the 
conveyance  of  the  property  comprising  the  Sewart  Air  Force  Base,  formerly  known 
as  the  Smyrna  Air  Base,  to  the  United  States  of  America^ 

"ISDW,  -THEREFORE,  this  quit-claim  deed  of  conveyance,  made  and  entered  into 
this  the  $th  day  of  November  1951,  by  and  between  the  State  of  Tennessee,  acting 
by  and  through  Gordon  Browning,  Governor,  and  by,  through,  and  with  the  approval 
of  Jajnes  H.  Cummings,  Secretary  of  State,  and  by  Roy  H.  Beeler,  Attorney  General, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  contained  in  Chapter  103  of  the  Public  Acts  of  Tennes- 
see as  amended  by  Chapter  31  of  the  Public  Acts  of  Tennessee  of  1951,  the  State 
of  Tennessee,  according  to  the  method  provided  by  Chapter  130  of  the  Public  Acts 
of  Tennessee  of  1937,  quit-claims  to  the  United  States  of  America  all  of  the  inter- 
est of  the  State  of  Tennessee  in  and  to  the  following  described  property;  but  it  is

(Note:  For  brevity's  sake,  the  long  descriptions  of  the  three  parcels  described 
in  this  quit-claim  deed  have  not  been  quotedj  but  a  copy  of  the  deed  is  available 
for  verification. ) 


The  5l6th  Troop  Carrier  Group,  equipped  vdth  H-19 
helicopters,  was  brought  to  Smyrna.

Force  Base,  Virginia.  The  $l6th  Troop  Carrier 
Vfing's  operational  control  was  transferred  to  Dyess 
Air  Force  Base,  Texas. 

6Uth  Troop  Carrier  Wing  was  activated. 

The  above  was  redesignated  as  the  6iith  Tactical  Air- 
lift Wing 

As  of  this  date,  a  quit-claim  deed  was  completed  be- 
tweerjthe  United  States  of  America  and  Rutherford 
County,  Tennessee,  for  the  transfer  of  the  Air  Base 
property  from  the  ownership  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. This  deed  was  prepared  by  the  Regional  Counsel, 
General  Services  Administration,  Region  k,   Atlanta, 
Georgia,  (Warren  G.  Moody,  Chief,  Property  Division, 
Property  Management  and  Disposal  Service).

The  opening  passage  of  this  quit-claim  deed  is  quoted  herewith  from  Page  1 
of  th^t  docuinent:

377),  as  amended,  and  regulations  and  orders 
promulgated  thereunder,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  RUTHERFORD  COUIlTf,  a  politi- 
cal subdivision  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  party  of  the  second  part. 

"^iflTNESSETH: 

"That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sma  of 
T\-IO   MILLION  TEN  THOUSAND  AND  I'O  100  DOLLARS  ($2,010,  000.00)  to  it  cash  in  hand 
paid,  the  receipt  of  x*ich  is  hereby  acknowledged,  doth  by  these  presents  remise, 
release,  and  forever  quit-claim  unto  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  all  those  tracts  or  parcels  of  land,  with  improvements 
thereon,  -md  certain  interests  and  facilities  as  more  particularly  set  forth 
below,  all  situate,  lying  --nd  being  in  the  cth  Civil  District  of  Rutherford 

County,  Tennessee " 

This  detailed  document  plus  notp.rization,  covers  22  pages.   It  describes 
the  various  tracts  and  parcels  of  land  and  includes  the  following:  Main  utility 
lines;  flowage  easements;  railroad  spur  line;  water,  power,  and  telephone  lines; 
water  treatment  plant;  pumping  station;  sewage  treatment  plant. 

On  Page  3  of  the  document,  there  is  this  reservation  statement: 

"RESERVING  unto  the  LTJITED  STATES  OF  ATIERICA,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
perpetual  rights  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  public  in  its  use  of  the  said 
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airport,  a  right  of  flight  for  the  passage  of  aircraft  above  the  horizontal  sur- 
faces over  the  real  property  hereinafter  described,  together  vrith  the  right  to 
cause  in  such  airspace  such  noise  as  may  be  inherent  in  the  operation  of  aircraft, 
now  known  or  hereinafter  used,  for  the  navigation  of  or  flight  in  the  said  air- 
space for  landing  on,  taking  off  from,  or  operating  at  the  airport;  the  party  of 
the  second  part,  for  itself,  its  successors  and  assigns,  does  hereby  agree  that 
it  will  not  erect  nor  permit  the  erection  or  growth  of  any  structure,  tree,  or 
other  object  into  the  airspace  above  the  horizontal  surfaces  of  the  property  des- 
cribed; there  is  reserved  unto  the  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  the  continuing  right  and  easement  to  take  any  action  necessary  to  prevent 
the  erection  or  growth  of  any  structure,  tree,  or  other  object  into  the  airspace 
above  the  horizontal  surfaces  described.  .  ,  . ,  to  mark  or  light  as  obstructions 
to  air  navigation  all  structures,  trees,  or  other  objects  that  may  extend  above 
such  horizontal  surfaces,  together  mth  the  right  of  ingress,  egress  from,  and 
passage  over  the  land  described  for  such  purposes." 

(Note:   Tn  the  interest  of  brevity,  the  lengthy  quit-claim  is  not  included  in  its 
entirety  in  this  record;  but  a  complete  photostatic  copy  is  on  file  in  the  Ruther- 
ford County  Historical  Association  files  and  available  for  reading  and  study.)

After  title  of  the  Base  property  was  transferred  to  Rutherford  County  as  of 

December  31,  1971,  the  Rutherford  County- Smyrna  Airport  Development  authority  was 

set  up  for  immediate  leasings  of  parcels  or  sections  of  the  property  and  or 

buildings  to  prospective  lessees.  Varying  types  of  small  and  larger  companies 

and  industries  began  moving  in  in  1972.

A  total  of  approximately  2,000  persons,  employed  in  approximately  h?)   busi- 
nesses or  operations,  were  based  here  as  of  April  1978.  Twenty-six  years  after 
Dulldozers  removed  all  evidences  of  a  farming  life  style  and  construction  of  a 
1 arg«  airfield  and  military  installation  had  begun,  the  area  is  again  engaged 
in  civilian  activities  of  business  and  industry. 

Going  much  farther  back  in  history,  the  area  was  once  wilderness  and  home 
of  native  Indians.   It  is  not  known  how  long  the  Shawnee  tribe  m  :de  it  their  home 
(they  were  here  when  the  French  explorers  came  in  the  late  ]600's  and  early  lyju's 
and  named  the  present  Cumberland  River  with  their  French  word  for  :.hawnee).   In 
the  late  1700's,  settlers  were  pushing  westward  from  the  original  colonies  and 

buildin-g  their  cabins.  The  area  became  private  property  through  large  land  grants 
in  the  early  iSOO's,  becoming  a  home  place  for  many  families  for  the  next  hunared 
years,  a  rural  farming  community,  landmarked  by  n-'ijnes  like  "the  Chapman  Place," 
"■the  :'elson  place,"   "Goochland,"  "Liberty  Hill,"  etc. 

In  19li2,  the  cycle  changed  with  the  acquisition  of  this  land  for  use  as  a 
bc.se  for  *raining  crews  for  four-engine  aircrafL;  and,  fin-lly,  returned  to  pri- 
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■vate  use  in  1971-  These  approximately  3,300  acres  of  land  have  been  used  in 
various  ways  during  the  cycles  of  occupation;  and  .all  its  occupiers  h'?.ve  left 
indelible  influences  on  past  and  present  generations. 

Over  its  29  years  of  activity  here,  the  Base  has  brought  many  changes  to 
the  community  and  surrounding  areas.   Tt  brought  growth  in  business,  in  home  con- 
struction, in  the  development  of  the  school  system  (In  the  1930's,  both  elementary 
•:.nd  high  school  classes  were  housed  in  the  old  "Rock  dchool"  on  College  ,'jtreet, 
with  a  probable  total  of  1^0  pupils;  in  the  1970' s,  four  new  buildings,  plus  two 
old  buildings  and  the  John  Coleman  School  were  full  and  overcrowded.),  and  in  the 
general  business  environment. 

Many  fine  rsid  permanent  relationships  were  developed  between  local  people 
and  newcomers  who  had  moved  here  and  lived  here  for  a  number  of  years.  Many  of 
those  temporary  residents  came  to  call  it  home  and  decided  to  live  here  perman- 
ently ^Jter  retirement  from  active  duty. 

The  direct  national  use  of  the  property  has  been  discontinued,  but  the 
tern  "The  Base"  will  long  be  a  part  of  the  local  vernacular. 
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GOOCHLAND 
By

For  almost  a  century,  the  stately  home  "Goochland"  was  a 
landmark  in  old  "District  3"  of  Rutherford  County,    Tennessee.     It  was 
situated  one  mile  north  of  the  Smyrna  depot  and  one  mile  east  of  the 
Nashville  and  Chattanooga  railway  as  the  crow  flies.     Goochland  was  on  a 
knoll  about  200  feet  to  the  north  of  Jefferson  Pike  with  the  Nelson  home 
just  across  the  road  about  200  feet  south  and  slightly  east.     Even  after 
100  years,   the  old  home  was  a  landmark  but  in  a  different  way.     The  old 
era  gave  way  to  the  new  when  in  1942  Sewart  Air  Force  Base,  with  their 
huge,   noisy  airplanes,   took  possession  of  the  entire  holdings  of  Goochland 
and  used  the  once  peaceful  grain  fields  for  concrete  runways. 

The  site  on  which  Goochland  once  stood  is  now  on  the  air  base 
northeast  of  the  fuel  tanks  on  the  left  of  the  main  road  going  into  the 
Smyrna  complex  on  the  back  nine  of  the  Smyrna  Municipal  Golf  Course 
and  north  of  the  8th  and  14th  tees.     The  old  Jefferson  Pike  passed  in 
between  Goochland  and  the  Nelson  home  -  more  precisely,    the  Nelson 
home  was  slightly  north  of  what  is  now  the  8th  and  14th  tees  while  Gooch- 
land was  closer  to  the  landing  strips.     The  terrain  of  the  land  at  this  point 
was  altered  extensively  to  permit  the  construction  of  the  runways,   etc.  ,  so 
today  it  in  no  way  resembles  the  terrain  of  Goochland  as  it  was  once. 
Here,   Goochland  inhabitants  from  1842-1942  enjoyed  a  lovely  view  in  all 
directions  of  green  pastures  and  farmland  that  surrounded  the  home. 
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Today,   evidence  of  the  existence  of  the  Nelson  home  can  be 
found  around  the  tree  roots  of  the  big  trees  close  by  the  7th  green  on  the 
golf  course  where  slave-made  bricks  are  lodged.     Since  Sewart  Air  Force 
Base  closed  in  1969,   the  airport  and  golf  course  are  owned  by  the  city  of 
Smyrna. 

Dr.    John  C.   Goochf  the  builder  of  Goochland,  was  born  in 
Caswell  County,   North  Carolina,   4  September  1800.     He  camie  to  Tennes- 
see about  1814  with  his  parents,   Nathaniel  and  Martha  (Patsey)  Tait  Gooch, 
one  brother,  Allen  Tait  Gooch,   and  two  sisters,   Sarah  W.   and  Lucinda  Tait 
Gooch.     They  first  settled  in  Williamson  County  with  Dr.   John's  uncle, 
David  Gooch.     In  1818,   Dr.   John's  father,  Nathaniel  Gooch,  purchased 
679  3/4  acres  on  Hurricane  Creek  in  District  1  of  Rutherford  County  with 
William  G.   Kimbro  and  Major  John  Buchanan  as  next  door  neighbors.     Dr. 
John's  father,   Nathaniel,   died  in  1841  at  which  time  his  will  directs  that 
his  land  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  equally  divided  among  his  four  children. 
His  21  slaves  and  their  issue  were  given  directly  to  his  children. 

The  route  to  Tennessee  was  rather  long  and  involved  before 
Goochland  could  be  brought  to  reality.     It  began  with  Dr.   Gooch' s  grand- 
father, William  Gooch  of  Hanover  County,   Virginia,   and  later  of  Caswell 
County,  North  Carolina,  who  was  a  Revolutionary  War  veteran.     William 
Gooch  enlisted  11  November  1777  for  3  years  serving  as  a  Private,    Taylor's 
Company,   1st  North  Carolina  Battalion  and  Corp.   Hogg's  Company.     His 
place  of  residence  during  the  Revolutionary  War  was  the  HiUsboro  district. 
North  Carolina.    William  died  the  22d  December  1802  in  Caswell  County 
leaving  twelve  children,   seven  of  whom  came  to  middle  Tennessee  in  the 
late  1700's  and  early  1800's.     Dr.    John's  father,   Nathaniel,    stayed  in 
North  Carolina  settling  William's  estate  before  heading  west  to  the  greener 

^^Dr.  John  Claiborne  Gooch. 
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pastures  in  middle  Tennessee  arriving  about  1814.     He  was  probably  the 

last  of  the  seven  children  to  come  to  Tennessee.     Dr.    Gooch  had  3  uncles 

1 
and  3  aunts  waiting  for  him  in  middle  Tennessee. 

It  is  unknown  exactly  where  Dr.    Gooch  received  his  M.  D. 
degree,   but  he  was  enrolled  at  Transylvania  University,   Lexington, 
Kentucky,   for  the  sessions  of  1823/24  and  1824/25  which  completed  his 
classwork  required  for  an  M.  D.    degree  at  that  time.     However,    his  name 
does  not  appear  on  the  graduation  lists  of  that  school,    nor  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania,   the  Medical  College  of  South  Carolina  at  Charleston, 
Columbia  University,    or  other  medical  schools  of  the  period.     He  could 
not  have  graduated  from  the  University  of  Nashville  Medical  Department 
as  it  was  not  established  until  11  October  1850.     It  is  possible  that  after 
Dr.    Gooch  completed  his  course  work,   he  followed  the  Europeaji  custom 
whereby  a  man  "read"  medicine  under  an  older  physician.     In  any  event, 
he  did  practice  medicine  and  his  practice  included  the  areas  of  Jefferson, 
Smyrna,   and  LaVergne  and  possibly  a  wider  territory  but  it  would  seem 
likely  that  it  was  confined  to  this  general  area  of  the  county. 

Goochland  became  a  little  closer  to  becoming  a  reality  when 
Dr.    John  and  Eliza  Ann  Saunders  were  married  by  his  first  cousin,    David 
Rice  Gooch,   Justice  of  the  Peace,   on  the  8th  December  1831,   in  Rutherford 
County.     Eliza  Ann  Saunders's  father's  given  name  is  unknown  but  her 


1.     David,    Thomas,    and  James  Gooch  who  came  to  Williamson  County  in 
18  04  and  settled  in  the  Nolens  ville  area,   near  the  Rutherford -Williamson 
County  line.     David  and  Thomas  purchased  a  total  of  741  acres  on  Mill 
Creek  in  Williamson  County  in  1804-1805.     James  Gooch  migrated  on  into 
Kentucky;  Mrs.    Elizabeth  (Gooch)  Kimbrough  and  her  husband,  William 
Kimbrough,  who  settled  in  the  LaVergne  area  of  Rutherford  County;    Mrs. 
Ann  (Nancy)  Gooch  Benton,  widow  of  Jesse    Benton  and  mother  of  Thomas 
Hart  Benton,   famous  U.S.   Senator  from  Missouri;  and  Mrs.   Polly  (Gooch) 
Williams  and  her  husband,    Henry  Williams,   the  latter  two  girls  settling  in 
Williamson  County. 
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mother  was  Mrs.    Cynthia  Saunders  (maiden  name  unknown).     Eliza  was 
born  28  July  1814,   probably  in  Rutherford  County,    Tennessee,   and  died 
28  April  18  77  in  Rutherford  County,    Tennessee. 

John  and  Eliza  Gooch  had  10  children,    7  of  whom  lived  to 
adulthood:    Robert  Saunders,    John  Claiborne,   Martha  Tait,   William, 
Nathaniel,    John  (Col.    Jack)  Saunders,   Allen  Tait,    Eliza,    James  Pinkney, 
and  Claiborne  Alexander  Gooch. 

After  Dr.    Gooch  became  established  in  his  medical  practice,    he 
began  purchasing  property  in  Rutherford  County  in  1836  in  different  tracts, 
some  of  which  bordered  each  other.     A  total  of  2,  154  acres  899  poles  was 
acquired  in  Rutherford  County  and  2  99  acres  in  Davidson  County  near  the 
Rutherford- David  son  County  line.     About  1,  600  acres  of  this  total  was 
considered  to  be  the  Goochland  plantation. 

In  1842,   Dr.    Gooch  began  building  Goochland.     It  was  the  tradi- 
tional two- story  Greek  Revival  type  of  architecture  of  the  time,   built  of 
red  brick  in  an  ell  shape.     Traditional  in  every  sense  as  far  as  outward 
appearances  were  concerned,   the  Dr.    deviated  slightly  from  the  traditional 
construction  when  he  made  the  outside  walls  18  inches  thick  and  the  inside 
load-bearing  walls  14  inches  thick.     The  bricks  for  the  structure  were  made 
on  the  property  by  his  own  slaves,   and  it  took  three  years  to  complete, 
1842  -  1845.     Dr.    Gooch  and  his  family  lived  in  a  log  cabin  nearby  while 
Goochland  was  being  built,   and  it  was  in  this  log  cabin  on  the  15th  of 
November  1833  that  one  of  Murfreesboro's  future  doctors  was  born  -  Dr. 
William  Lunsford  Wilson.     In  Dr.  Wilson's  diary,    he  reflects  "l  was  born 
November  15,    1833,   the  night  of  the  great  meteric  shower  or  as  it  is 
commonly  said  'the  night  the  stars  fell'  on  a  farm  near  Smyrna  and  Old 
Jefferson,    Rutherford  County,    Tennessee,   now  owned  by  the  Gooches.  " 
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Dr.    John  Claiborne  Gooch 
4  Sept.    1800  -  3  0  Nov.    1853

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The  front  porch  of  the  home  had  large  fluted  columns  that 
extended  to  the  roof  line  and  supported  a  triangular,   ornately  decorated, 
pediment.     Entrance  to  a  large  center  passage  or  hall  (reputedly  nearly 
30'  wide)  was  through  heavy  oak  doors  surrounded  by  glass  on  both  sides 
and  the  top.     A  circular  staircase  hugging  the  right  back  wall  was  the 
access  to  the  second  floor.     Of  particular  interest  in  the  staircase  was 
the  extremely  wide  treads  and  the  newel  post.     Three  doors  led  off  the 
entrance  hall  -  the  right  door  exited  to  the  parlor,    the  left  door  exited  to 
what  was  originally  the  "family  room,  "  and  the  door  directly  under  the 
staircase  and  opposite  the  front  door  exited  to  a  small  porch.     The  rooms 
were  approximately  30  x  30  feet  with  12-foot  ceilings.     Behind  the  family 
room  was  the  large  back  passage  or  hall  that  ran  perpendicular  to  the 
entrance  hall.     Here  the  back  stairs  were  located.     Behind  this  back  hall 
was  a  large  dining  room  thus  giving  an  ell  shape  to  the  original  floor  plan. 

The  second  floor  had  the  same  floorplan  -  a  center  hall  with  a 
large  room  on  the  right  and  two  rooms  on  the  left,    separated  by  the  back 
hall.     These  rooms  were  the  same  size  as  those  on  the  first  floor,    30x30 
feet  with  12 -foot  ceilings.     Chimneys  were  located  at  each  end  of  the  home 
and  a  third  chimney  was  at  the  rear  of  the  dining  room  thus  providing  fire- 
places in  every  room.     The  original  kitchen  was  a  separate  building  at  the 
rear  of  the  home. 

In  18  95,    the  home  was  extensively  remodeled  to  include  porches 
across  the  entire  front  on  both  levels.     To  the  center  portico  was  added  4 
small  columns  and  "gingerbread"  laticework  decorated  the  railings  and 
portico.     It  is  believed  that  this  was  when  the  brick  was  painted  gray  or 
off-white  as  it  was  when  Mrs.   Mary  Law  (Gooch)  Johns  (Mrs.    Hubert  Johns) 
was  living  there  in  1928.     After  this  time,   the  gray  paint  began  peeling  off 
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exposing  the  original  red  brick.     The  original  kitchen  was  attached  to  the 
dining  room  on  the  left  side  and  had  a  flue  added  for  the  stove.     After  1928, 
Mr.    &  Mrs.    Hubert  Johns  tore  down  the  old  kitchen  and  built  a  smaller  one 
attached  to  the  end  of  the  porch  beside  the  dining  room.     Between  the 
dining  room  and  the  original  kitchen  that  was  attached  after  1895,   there  was 
another  hallway,  with  another  set  of  very  steep  back  stairs.     The  boys  used 
this  "back,    back  stairway"  to  have  easier  access  to  their  room  upstairs 
which  was  over  the  dining  room.     To  the  right  of  the  dining  room  and 
directly  behind  the  entrance  hall  was  a  spacious  screened-in-porch  that 
was  30  feet  wide  and  60  feet  long  which  was  probably  added  in  the 
remodeling  in  1895.     Here,   many  family  and  community  gatherings  were 
enjoyed.     With  the  double  doors  of  the  entrance  hall  open  to  this  porch,   a 
delightful  breeze  was  enjoyed  during  the  hottest  of  weather. 

The  home  faced  Jefferson  Turnpike  and  had  a  circular  carriage 
road  that  terminated  on  the  Turnpike.     From  the  carriage  road,   a  brick 
walkway  led  to  the  house  flanked  on  either  side  by  large  magnolia  trees, 
shrubs,   and  flowers.     In  the  early  1900's,   there  were  two  buggy  houses, 
one  at  each  extreme  corner  of  the    yard;  however,    it  would  seem  more 
logical  that  the  original  buggy  houses  were  probably  to  the  back  of  the 
home  on  each  side,   or  closer  to  the  various  barns  which  were  to  the  right 
and  in  back  of  the  home. 

Two  very  large  rectangular  stones  were  used  for  steps  to  the 
front  porch.     The  date  of  Goochland's  completion  was  carved  into  one  of 
these  stones  -  "1845.  "   When  the  house  was  razed  in  1942,   these  two  steps 
were  removed  by  Mr.    &  Mrs.    Hubert  Johns  and  are  now  used  as  front  door 
steps  in  Mrs.    John's  present  home  in  Smyrna,   the  old  Knox  Ridley  home. 
The  carved  date  has  been  turned  inward  and  is  not  visible  on  the  steps. 
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Original  Floorplan  of  Goochland 
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Mr.    &  Mrs.    Johns  removed,   piece  by  piece,    and  reconstructed  one  of  the 
original  log  structures  from  Goochland  when  they  moved.     It  is  now  being 
used  as  a  storage  area.     The  steps  and  the  log  building  are  the  only  known 
items  that  remain  of  the  home  itself  except  for  pieces  of  furniture. 
Many  of  the  furnishings  for  Goochland  were  purchased  in 
Philadelphia,    Baltimore,   and  New  York,    and  possibly  other  eastern  cities 
by  Dr.    Gooch's  brother,  Allen  Tait  Gooch.     Allen  traveled  a  great  deal 
purchasing  stock  for  his  merchantile  store  in  Murfreesboro,    and  appar- 
ently purchased  pier  mirrors,  parlor  and  dining  room  furniture,   carpets, 
etc.  ,   for  his  brother's  new  home  as  is  evidenced  in  letters  Allen  wrote 

home. 

A  bill  rendered  to  Dr.    Gooch  from  G.   W.    Rather  reflects  some 

of  the  expenses  encountered  in  building  Goochland.     To  paint  the  house 

cost  $60.  00,   which  probably  was  for  the  inside  woodwork  and  outside  trim, 

hanging  193  bolts  of  wallpaper  was  $48.25,   and  the  "cutting  and  gazing  64 

side  and  transome  lites"  was  $2.  56,   totaling  $110.  81.     Quite  a  contrast 

with  today's  expenses.     The  number  of  bolts  of  wallpaper  hung  in  each  area 

is  also  given  as  follows:

Dr.    Gooch  evidently  took  an  active  part  in  community  affairs  and 
education  as  reflected  by  various  manuscripts  that  have  survived.     He  was 
President  of  the  Jefferson  Turnpike  Company  in  August  1843  and  on  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  this  company  in  November  of  1845. 
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A  knife,    17  1/8  inches  long  and  2  3/8  inches  wide,   is  in  the 
Tennessee  State  Museuna,   Nashville,    Tennessee,  which  belonged  to  Dr. 
Gooch.     His  name,   the  date  1844,   Commander,   and  Stone's  River  are 
affixed  to  the  label.     The  knife  has  a  plain,    straight  and  apparently  hand- 
forged  blade  with  a  straight  and  plain  handle.     Dr.    Gooch  was  commissioned 
Captain  of  the  22d  Regiment,    Rutherford  County  Militia,    2  7  February  1826, 
and  was  commissioned  Colonel  and  Commander  of  the  22d  Regiment  the  3d 
March  1831.     He  must  have  continued  to  be  the  Commander  of  the  22d  Regi- 
ment as  evidenced  by  the  knife  and  an  August  15th,    1844,    Flag  Presentation 
invitation.     The  invitation  and  note  indicate  Gooch' s  company  was  known  as 
the  "Slashers,  "  and  another  letter  reflects  Gooch  was  Commander  of  the 
regiment  at  that  time.     Although  Dr.    Gooch  and  his  brother  seemed  to  have 
been  very  close,   they  did  not  serve  in  the  same  militia  regiment.     Allen 
Tait  Gooch  was  commissioned  1st  Lieutenant  in  the  104th  Rutherford  County 
Militia  22  March  1832. 

Being  interested  in  education  and  the  importance  of  the  three 
"R's"  is  reflected  in  a  catalogue  of  Poplar  Grove  Academy  for  December 
1852  which  indicates  Dr.   Gooch  took  an  active  part  in  the  Academy.     He  was 
listed,   along  with  J.   W.    Lindly,    the  principal,   for  "further  particulars" 
regarding  the  school.     In  a  letter  introducing  Dr.    Gooch  in  Cincinnati  dated 
11  February  1850  from  Robert  Morrison  of  Jefferson,   Morrison  states  Dr. 
Gooch  "is  the  chief  patron  of  our  school  and  of  course  a  friend  of  education.  " 
The  school  he  is  referring  to  evidently  was  Poplar  Grove  Academy.     The 
Academy  was  located  "on  the  turnpike  road  leading  from  Nashville  to  Jeffer- 
son,  three  miles  west  of  the  latter  place,    on  Stewart's  Creek,   Rutherford 
County,    Tennessee."    It  possibly  could  have  been  on  the  edge  of  Dr.    Gooch's 
property  itself,   or  within  about  1/2  mile  of  Goochland.     The  course  of  study 
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at  Poplar  Grove  qualified  "the  student  for  Mercantile,  Agricultural  or 
Mechanical  pursuits;  or  fitting  him  to  enter  the  Junior  or  Senior  classes 
of  the  best  colleges  in  the  United  States.  "    No  doubt  this  is  where  Dr. 
Gooch  sent  his  children  to  be  educated  along  with  other  neighborhood 
children.     The  known  age  range  of  students  that  did  attend  was  from 
8  to  16. 

In  1844,   the  address  of  Dr.    Gooch  and  Goochland  was  "Poplar 
Grove,    Tenn.  "  as  letters  addressed  to  him  during  that  time  reflect.     In 
1846,   he  received  mail  addressed  to  him  at  "Stuartsboro,  "  which  address 
was  naore  frequently  used  and  continued  longer  than  "Poplar  Grove.  " 
There  may  have  been  a  grove  of  poplar  trees  near,   hence  the  mailing 
address  and  the  name  of  the  academy.     No  doubt,   many  of  these  trees 
were  probably  used  in  building  Goochland,  particularly  the  floors. 

From  Goochland,   4  sons  of  Dr.    Gooch  left  for  the  Civil  War  - 
Robert  Saunders,   Nathaniel,    John  (Jack)  Saunders,    and  Allen  Tait  Gooch. 
Robert  Saunders  Gooch  served  as  Private  in  Co.    B,   2  0th  Tenn.   Infantry. 
Captain  Nathaniel  Gooch  enlisted  in  April  1861  in  Co.    C,    18th  Tenn.   Infan- 
try serving  as  2d  Lieut.     He  was  captured  at  Fort  Donelson  in  February 
1862  and  exchanged  in  November  1862  in  Vicksburg,   Miss.,   after  which  he 
became  Captain  on  the  staff  of  General  James  B.   Palmer.     Allen  Tait 
Gooch  left  home  on  the  2d  September  1864  and  joined  the  rebels  at  age  19. 
Colonel  Jack  Saunders  Gooch  became  well  known  for  his  organization  of 
Co,   E,   20th  Tenn.    Regiments,  in  Smyrna  in  the  spring  of  1861.     W.   J. 
McMurray's  "History  of  the  Twentieth  Tennessee  Regiment  Volunteer 
Infantry  C.S.A.  "  has  an  interesting  note  showing  Goochland  property  was 
used  for  drill  training  by  son.    Col.    Jack  -  "After  the  organization  we 
drilled  nearly  every  day,    sometimes  at  Smyrna  and  sometimes  at  LaVergne, 


but  generally  in  Mrs.   Dr.    Gooch's  lot  on  the  Jefferson  Pike  near  Smyrna, 
until  June  1861,  when  we  took  the  cars  for  Camp  Trousdale.     There  were 
either  48  or  49  of  us  that  got  on  at  Smyrna  and  LaVergne;  others  following 
on  later.  " 

All  four  of  these  men  returned  from  the  war  and  had  or  have 
living  descendants  in  the  area  still: 

Robert  lived  in  Nashville,   later  in  Davidson  County  near  the 
Williams  on -Rutherford  county  lines.     From   4  daughters,   only  one  grew 
to  womanhood,   married,   and  lived  in  Franklin,    Tenn.    -  Mrs.   Martha 
Tait  (Patti)  Gooch  Rhodes    (Mrs.    James  Elbert  Rhodes); 

Nathaniel  studied  medicine  and  became  a  medical  doctor 
practicing  in  Rutherford  County,   later  in  1886  moving  to  Nashville  and 
continuing  his  practice  there.     Nathaniel  has  many  descendants,  widely 
scattered,  but  two  of  his  grandchildren  still  live  in  the  area  -  Lt.   Col. 
Christopher  McEwen  Gooch,    Jr.  ,   of  Clarksville,   and  Mrs.    Jane  Gooch 
Ambrose  (Mrs.    Henry  Ambrose)  of  Brentwood; 

Allen  returned  home  to  Smyrna  to  live  but  a  short  while  before 
he  died  in  1869  leaving  one  daughter,   Eliza  A.    Gooch,  who  married  and 
lived  in  Chattanooga.     His  descendants  are  widely  scattered  over  the  U.  S.  ; 

Col.   Jack  came  home  to  Smyrna  and  remained  there,  living  at 
Goochland. 

Dr.    Gooch  died  30  November  1853.     His  widow,   Eliza  A.  , 
continued  to  live  at  the  homeplace,   Goochland,  while  his  estate  was  being 
settled,   she  having  received  the  homeplace  and  623  3/160  acres  as  her 
dower.     His  vast  holdings  and  the  real  estate  were  finally  divided  among 
his  widow  and  children  5  November  1867.     The  land  distributed  totaled 
2,  453  acres  899  poles,    299  acres  of  which  was  in  Davidson  County.     The 
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value  of  this  real  estate,   after  the  Civil  War,  amounted  to  $115,  882.  90. 
Each  child  received  $20,  033  with  the  exception  of  Robert  S.    Goochwho 
received  the  299  acres  in  Davidson  County,   his  share  amounting  to 
$15,  717.  25. 

In  the  division  in  1867,   the  two  minor  children,   James  P.    and 
Claiborne  A.    Gooch,    received  the  homeplace  and  land  with  their  mother  as 
their  guardian.     Eliza  received  a  life  interest  in  the  homeplace  and  63  7    1/2 
acres.     Later,    in  1871  and  18  72,   both  boys  died  intestate  before  they 
reached  their  majority  leaving  no  issue  having  never  been  married.     In 
April  of  18  77,    Eliza  died.     These  deaths  meant  that  the  land  the  two  boys, 
James  and  Claiborne,  inherited  from  their  father  (with  their  mother  having 
a  life  interest  only)  had  to  be  divided  among  the  next  of  kin.     The  division 
was  made  among  the  living  brothers,   John  S.   and  Nathaniel  Gooch;  Martha  T. 
(Patti)  and  Susan  R.    Gooch,   minor  children  of  Robert  S.    Gooch,  with  B. 
Gray  as  their  regular  guardian;  and  Eliza  A.    Gooch,    minor  child  of  Allen  T. 
Gooch,  whose  regular  guardian  was  her  uncle,   John  S.    Gooch.     Each 
received  1/4  share.     Nathaniel  Gooch  elected  to  sell  his  1/4  share  to  his 
brother,    John  S.    Gooch,    so  that  meant  John  S.   would  receive  2/4's  or  1/2 

of  the  division. 

On  4  September  1877,    the  land  was  divided  equally.     The  2/4's 
or  1/2  share  that  John  S.    Gooch  received  included  the  home,   Goochland 
and  182     77/160  acres. 

It  seems  quite  likely  that  John  S.    Gooch  lived  his  entire  life  at 
Goochland,    excluding  time  spent  in  the  Confederate  Army  during  the  Civil 
War.     He  married  in  1864  and  there  is  no  evidence  he  lived  elsewhere. 
His  brothers  married  and  left  home  -  Nathaniel  to  live  in  Huntsville,  Ala.  , 
for  awhile,  Allen  T.    having  his  own  place,   and  Robert  living  in  Davidson 
County,   thus  leaving  only  John  S.    to  care  for  his  mother  and  run  the  farm. 
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His  mother,   Eliza,   died  in  18  77  and  both  Robert  and  Allen  died  before  this. 
When  the  land  division  was  made  in  1877,    John  S,    and  family  continued  to 
live  at  Goochland,   being  a  farmer  and  breeder  of  thoroughbred  harness 
and  trotting  horses,   Cotswold  sheep  and  Berkshire  hogs.     John  S.    and  his 
wife,   Evaline  (Evie)  had  one  child,   Mary  (Mamie)  Eliza,   born  in  1865,    and 
when  he  became  guardian  of  his  niece,    Eliza,   in  1869,   he  evidently  brought 
Eliza  over  to  Goochland  to  live  there  with  the  family.     John  S.   was  Post- 
master of  the  1st  District  in  1886,   served  in  the  1889  Tennessee  House  of 
Representatives,   served  as  Magistrate,   and  as  Elder  in  the  Smyrna 
Presbyterian  Church  for  28  years. 

A  race-track  for  the  horses  was  maintained  there  on  the  place. 
The  site  of  the  race-track  today  is  on  the  corner  of  the  main  entrance  road 
into  Smyrna  Air  Port  and  the  old  Jefferson  Pike  as  one  would  turn  right  to 
go  across  Stewart's  Creek  to  the  Golf  Clubhouse.     At  the  death  of  Col.    Jack 
Gooch,   23  December  1915,   the  home  passed  to  his  only  daughter,   Mrs. 
Mary  (Mamie)  Eliza  Gooch  Neely,  widow  of  William  Daniel  Neely.     Mamie 
and  Will  Neely  raised  their  5  children  at  Goochland:    John  (Jack)  Gooch 
Neely,   Will  Daniel  Neely,   II,    George  Lee  Neely,   Evie  Hume  Neely,   and 
Jesse  Claiborne  Neely. 

Some  of  the  Neely  children  remained  in  Smyrna  for  awhile  as 
John  Gooch  Neely  was  assistant  cashier  in  1909  at  Peoples  Bank  in  Smyrna 
where  his  grandfather.    Col.    Jack  S.    Gooch,was  president  from  1909-1915. 
John  and  Lee  Neely  operated  the  Livery  Stable  in  Smyrna.     Both  of  these 
boys  left  Smyrna  as  well  as  their  youngest  brother,   Jesse  Claiborne  Neely. 
Jess  Neely  became  the  well-known  coach  and  Athletic  Director  at  Rice 
University  for  27  years.     After  Jess's  retirement  in  1969  from  Rice  Univer- 
sity,   he  became  Athletic  Director  of  Vanderbilt  University,   Nashville,    and 
is  now  Athletic  Director  Emeritus.     Jess  has  many  happy  memories  of  his 
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boyhood  at  Goochland,     The  only  member  of  the  Neely  family  that 

remained  in  SmjTna  was  William  D,  Neely,   II,  vrtio  married  Ella  Engles, 

On  5  September  1927,  Goochlaid  passed  from  Gooch  ownership 
when  I'Irs.  I-Iaraie   (Gooch)  Neely  and  her  son,  VJilliam  D,   Neely,   II,   sold 
it  to  Ben  F,   Johns  (Sr.),     After  previous  sales  of  property  by  the  Gooches 
and  Neelys,   Goochland  contained  oaly  lU5,U8  acres  xfaen  Mr.    Jolms  p^orchased 
it.     At  this  time,   the  property  v/as  bounded  on  the  north  by  Sanders  and 
Ridley,   on  the  east  by  Ridley  and  Stewart's  Creek,    on  the   south  by  Jefferson 
Turnpike,   and  on  the   west  by  Jones  Mill  Road, 

I"Ir,   Johns  died  son  after  he  purchased  Goochland  never  having 
lived  there.     His  wife,  Mrs.   Helen  Johns,   and  his  five  children  (A.   Frank, 
Hubert  H,,   Ruth  Johns  McCluskey,  Rufus  S.   Johns,    and  J.   Glendon  Johns) 
inherited  the  property.     Once  more  a  Gooch  inhabited  the  home,  as  on 
2  February  1928  Mary  Law  Gooch  married  Hubert  H,   Johns,   the  son  of  Ben  F,   Johns. 
They  moved  into  Goochland  and  began  housekeeping,     Vbc3,  Mary  Law  (Gooch)   Johns 
is  the  great,   great  niece  of  the  original  owner.   Dr.   John  G.  Gooch,     It 
wasn't  until  16  August  1937  that  Mrs.  Helen  Johns  and  her  children  divided 
the  estate,   and  Goochland  and  the  ll;5»U8  acres  was  allotted  to  Hubert  H.   Johns 
and  his  wife,   Ifery  Law  Gooch,  and  Hubert's  sister,  Mrs.   Ruth   (Johns)  McCluskey 
as  their  share  of  the  estate. 

Hubert  and  Ifery  Law  Johns  lived  in  the  home  from  1928  imtil 
the  State  of  Tennessee  purdiased  the  home  and  property  30  January  19U2 
for  a  part  of  Sewart  Air  Force  Base,     The  hone  was  razed  at  this  time. 
Instead  of  ;fche  usual  bulldozing  to  wreck  a  house,   Goochland  had  to  bo 
dynamited  in  order  to   tear  doim  the  32  inch  thick  walls  of  the  stnacture. 

All  of  the  Gooches  in  the  Dr.'s  family  belonged  to   the  Smyrna 
Presbyterian  Cliurch  and  many  of  them  are  buried  in  Cannon  Cemeter:^-  not 
far  from  the  home.      Col.    Jack  S.   "ooch  and  his  family  were  buried  in 
Cannon  but  vjere  re  interred  in  Maple  view  Cemetery  in  Sn^rrna  about  1918. 
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Dr.    John  C.    Gooch,    his  wife,   and  some  of  their  children  still  remain  in 
Cannon  Cemetery  today.     Their  tombstones  are  still  standing  but  have  been 
badly  damaged  by  vandals. 

As  was  the  custom.   Dr.   Gooch  owned  slaves  who  lived  on  the 
Goochland  plantation.     In  1836  he  paid  taxes  on  11  slaves.     That  number 
increased  to  31  by  1840,   and  by  1850  he  owned  81  slaves.     In  AprU  1854, 
when  an  inventory  of  the  Dr.  's  estate  was  made,   it  reflects  a  total  of 
109  slaves.     In  the  1860  Slave  Census  of  Rutherford  County,   his  widow, 
Eliza  Gooch,    is  shown  with  103  slaves  and  13  slave  houses.     Today,    not 
far  from  where  Goochland  stood,   about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  (now  on  the 
right  of  the  main  entrance  road  into  the  Smyrna  Airport),   a  slave  cemetery 
containing  80  graves  remains.     This  is  where  the  Gooches  buried  their 
Negro  slaves.     The  only  remaining  marker  reads  as  follows:    "Edmund 
Weakley,   true  and  faithf\il  unti]e(sic)  death,    aged  80  years.  "    In  1969,  Air 
Force  Sgt.   Weymand  D.    Garmany  marked  each  of  these  graves  with  white 
military  crosses  which  remained  there  until  1970.     At  this  time  the  crosses 
were  removed  for  reasons  unknown. 

Goochland  was  in  a  picturesque  setting  overlooking  rich  farmland, 
pastures,   and  all  of  the  natural  factors  that  blend  to  make  a  hospitible  and 
inviting  home  to  those  who  pass  by.     Five  generations  grew  to  adulthood  in 
this  lovely  home,    sharing  both  joy  and  sorrow.     Those  who  remember 
cherish  happy  memories  of  time  spent  in  this  impressive  and  spacious  home.

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SOME  ACTUAL  WILLS  OF  RUTHERFORD  COUNTY,  TENNESSEE  1802  -  1882

In  the  Autumn  of  1977  while  abstracting  some  of  the  county  records, 
I  discovered  that  there  were  filed  envelopes  of  original  wills  located  in  the 
County  Court  Clerk's  office.   These  envelopes  are  the  inexpensive  sort  one 
would  find  at  a  dime  store.   In  the  first  place  the  envelopes  have  a  high 
acid  content,  which  over  the  years  can  do  terrific  damage  to  anything  con- 
tained in  them.   In  the  second  place,  the  envelopes'  limiting  size  (approxi- 
mately ^4-"  X  8")  had  forced  the  wills,  written  on  large  legal-sized  documents, 
to  be  folded  many  times  which  only  increased  the  destruction  process. 
Although,  it  was  obvious  from  the  record  books  (where  wills  were  recorded 
until  1882)  that  not  all  the  actual  wills  had  survived,  over  a  thousand  had 
made  the  hard  journey  through  the  events  of  history  in  Rutherford  County 
from  the  earliest  will  dated  in  1802  to  1882.  Some  were  literally  turning 
to  dust  as  the  acids  of  the  envelopes  as  well  as  the  acids  of  19th  century 
inks  did  their  work.   I  felt  something  had  to  be  done  before  the  county  lost 

one  of  its  precious  legacies  from  the  past  these  actual  hand-written 

documents  rich  with  the  history  of  the  people  and  places  of  Rutherford  County. 

I  discussed  the  problem  with  fellow  member.  Dr.  Jim  Huhta.   We 
decided  the  people  at  the  State  Library  and  Archives  in  Nashville  had  the 
best  facilities  and  expertise  for  preservation  anywhere  nearby.   So  I  plucked 
up  my  courage  and  asked  for  an  appointment  with  the  State  Archivist, 
Mrs.  Cleo  Hughes.   I  explained  why  I  was  there  and  she  immediately  applauded 
my  idea  that  the  wills  were  definitely  worth  the  effort  of  preservation.   She 
invited  her  assistant,  Mr.  Max  Mendelsohn  and  the  head  of  the  microfilming 
and  preservation  section,  Mr.  Gene  Hollars,  to  join  our  conversation.   During 
the  discussion  we  decided  on  a  plan  that  would  preserve  the  wills  and  at  the 
same  time  place  their  images  on  microfilm  for  permanent  accessibility  by  the 
public. 

I  next  approached  the  Rutherford  County  Historical  Society  whose 
members  unanimously  approved  the  project.   The  Society  would  pay  the  cost  of 
purchasing  acid-free  folders  for  housing  each  will;  and,  at  the  same  time, 
approved  protecting  the  most  deteriorated  wills  by  laminating  them.  The 
Society  allocated  spending  between  $300-500.   The  State  Archives  would  in 
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turn,  microfilm  the  wills  free  of  charge  if  they  were  allowed  to  keep  the 
camera  negative.  One  copy  of  the  microfilm  woiild  be  donated  by  State  Archives 
and  the  Society  could  buy  more  copies  of  the  microfilm  for  $12.00  a  reel. 
Originally,  it  had  been  thought  that  the  wills  would  fit  on  one  reel  of  micro- 
film; but,  as  we  got  into  the  project,  we  learned  that  Rutherford  Countians 
were  "long-winded".  We  now  have  four  reels  of  microfilmed  wills  dating  from 
1802-1882.  State  Archives  personnel,  trained  in  preservation  techniques, 
would  determine  which  wills  needed  lamination  protection  to  preserve  them 
from  their  rapidly  deteriorating  and  destructive  process.  The  only  charge 
to  the  Society  for  the  lamination  would  be  the  cost  of  the  materials  used. 
State  Archives  personnel  would  clean  the  wills,  which  included  the  process 
of  deacidifi cation,  dry,  press  and  laminate  them  in  their  well-equipped 
laboratory. 

The  next  step  was  to  arrange  the  wills  alphabetically  for  the 
microfilming,  not  a  small  task.  Originally  it  had  been  hoped  that  Middle 
Tennessee  State  University  students  from  the  classes  of  Dr.  Huhta  and 
Dr.  Ernest  Hooper  would  be  able  to  help  in  this  process.  However,  the 
project  did  not  get  underway  until  April,  1978,  which  was  near  the  end  of 
the  school  year.  I  had  student  help  for  two  or  three  times  but  after  that 
the  project  fell  into  the  laps  of  myself  and  Dr.  Hooper.   (We  were  also 
assisted  occasionally  by  Mrs.  Hooper).  On  the  upper  right  comer  of  each 
will  we  printed  in  soft  lead  pencil  the  testator's  name,  the  date  of  the 
will  (DOW)  and  the  date  filed  in  court  (f)  or  recorded  (R)  if  shown.  I 
decided  that  the  wills  seemed  to  fall  into  four  groups.  I  had  thought  that 
we  could  group  the  wills  according  to  the  dates  they  had  been  filed  or 
"proved"  in  court,  but  many  of  them  only  showed  the  date  they  had  been 
written  and  in  one  instance  no  dates  at  all.  It  would  have  taken  a  great 
deal  of  research  in  the  records  books  to  determine  the  file  dates  and  time 
seemed  important  considering  their  deteriorating  condition.  Therefore,  I 
decided  to  make  the  four  groups  according  to  when  the  will  had  been  written. 
Some  researchers  may  find  this  inconvenient;  but,  since  all  four  groups  are 
alphabetized  according  to  surnames,  I  do  not  believe  too  much  search  time 
will  be  wasted.  The  four  groups  are:  I8O2-I836,  1837-1852,  I853-I867,  and 
1868-1882.   I  forsee  later  an  index  to  all  named  individuals  within  each  will. 

Through  all  this  the  County  Court  Clerk,  Mr.  Ed  Elam,  has  given 
us  every  consideration  in  allowing  us  access  to  the  wills.  Mr.  Elam  and  I 
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decided  to  Xerox  all  the  vd.lls  one  last  time  to  insure  against  accidental 
loss  (although  great  precautions  were  taken)  during  the  time  they  were  to 
be  away  from  our  County.  Therefore,  at  the  County  Court  Clerk's  office 
researchers  will  find  not  only  the  microfilm  reels  but  also  a  xeroxed  copy 
of  each  will.  When  the  actual  wills  return  to  the  Courthouse  (sometime  in 
November  1978)  great  care  will  be  taken  to  allow  as  little  handling  as 
possible.  If  a  researcher  desires  to  see  the  actual  will,  the  county 
court  cleric  will  make  a  decision  as  to  the  merit  of  the  use  on  an  individual 
basis. 

Arising  out  of  the  Society's  efforts  to  preserve  these  old  wills 
was  a  plaJi  set  forth  to  the  County  Public  Works  Committee  to  form  an 
Archives  for  oiar  county.  With  the  promised  assistance  of  the  State  Archives 
and  the  enthusiastic  approval  of  our  Rutherford  County  Commissioners,  we 
will,  in  the  not  too  distant  future,  have  our  own  County  Archives.  We  will 
be  able  to  draw  all  our  old  county  records  into  one  place  for  preservation 
and  safe-keeping  and  by  having  our  records  more  accessible,  at  the  same  time 
foster  pride  in  our  local  history  and  encourage  writings  on  local  events  and 
characters.  I  feel  that  our  country  records,  these  wills  are  only  an  example, 
are  exceptional  and,  despite  the  waste  and  destruction  of  time,  have  survived 
till  now.  They  deserve  to  survive  to  the  generations  following  us.
